' The Great Need. 


Now that the nominations íor the 
general election are over, the attention 
ef men and women who have rotes to cast 
next Monday is being turned to the serious 
business of choosing their representatives. 
The choice will not be easy. Roughly, 
there will be three candidates for almost 
every vacant seat, and the electorate is 
bewildered by the variety of promises 
which have been made by the nominees of 
the different parties. The average elector 
wants three things. In the first place, 
he wants the Treaty. Here and there, 
perhaps, personal loyalty to individuals 
and personal antipathy for others may 
result in the return of men and women 
who are pledged to undo the work of 


the campaign against the Treaty has 


boéased -tó. be a serious issue of Irish 


polities, and the “ Free State ”’ candidates 
will be elected in: an overwhelming 
majority. The second desire of the elector 
is civil peace. Ireland has been torn by 
strife for such a long time that all decent 


| people are sick of the very name of a gun. 


Force as an argument must disappear 


jfrom Irish affairs. The electorate “will 
give short shrift to the candidate who. 


advocates jts employment in furtherance 
of political ends; And whether he be 
Republican, . “Freé Stater, ’ Farmer, or 
Socialist, he will have very little chance 
of success next Monday unless he is pre- 
pared to-.turn his back once and for all 
on the dismal history of the past few 
years. 

The third desire of the people is not 
important. We are sorry 
to notice that in the otherwise excellen 
“future programme ”’ which was published 
yesterday by tho Cumann na nGaedheal 
economy finds no place. The man in the 
street has refrained from over-careful 
criticism of the Government's financial 
policy. The country has been laid under 
an appalling debt, but reasonable people 
have recognised that, in the circumstances, 


|heavy, and*in some cases extravagant, 


expenditure was inevitable. In the 
future no Irish Government can expect 
such immunity from criticism. The tax- 
payers are determined to insist on the 
strictest economy in all public affairs. At 
present they are groaning under a five- 
shilling income tax, the highest postal 
charges in Europe, and a fiscal system 
which, while it may for the moment bring 
grist to the mill ,of the Minister of 
Finance, has a very serious effect on the 
pocket of the individual.. We hope sin- 
cerely that before next .Monday the 
Government will give a definite promise 
in this matter. Political ingratitude is 
common to all countries. If the Govern- 
ment goes to the polls without a state- 
ment of its firm intention te reduce public 
expenditure to an absolute minimum, 
then, despite its fine record of national 
achievement, it will lose thousands of 
votes “to which it is fully entitled.

New Battleships. 


-Neces#tty is the mother of Invention, 
and mother and child never do better 
than when Mars is the lawful father of 
the bouncing babe. The Washington Con- 
ference not only cut down the number of 
new battleships that may be built hence 
forth ty the subscribing Powers, but 
limited rather drastically the tonnage of 
those which will replace obsolete units. 
Britain had the right to begin immediately 
the construction of two new battleships. 
How was she to construct, within the 
maximum tonnage allowed, ships as 
powerful as the heavier ships of other 
countries which were already in existence? 
The most heavily armed battleships afloat 
carry eight sixteen-inch guns, and both 
the United States and Japan have ships 
with this armament. It is now announced 
that, as the result of experiments since 
the war, the new British battleships, 
Nelson and Rodney, will carry nine 
sixteen-inch guns mounted in triple 
turrets. In other words, one additional 
gun will be carried, while the number of 
turrets is reduced from four to three. 
Triple turrets are a feature of some of 
the latest types of battleships, but 
hitherto’ sixteen-inch guns have not been 
mounted in this way and no British ships 
have been so constructed. Whether the 
limited tonnage will enable the new battle- 
ships to be as speedy as their forerunners 
of the Queen Elizabeth class is not stated. 
It is possible that in this direction also 
the designers have evolved an improve 
ment on everything that has gone before. 
To the British taxpayer, however, the 
chief merit of the new battleships is that 
under no circumstahces can their numbers 
exceed two; and the likelihood of their 
use in active service is satisfactorily 
remote. :

EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—On reading the published programmes 
and election addresses of the huge array of 
candidates seeking election to the next Dail 
ane cannot find that educational reform looms 
large—at least, in proportion to its import- 
ance. While one hesitates to conclude that a 
number of the candidates is not in- 
terested in education, one is driven to the 
view that many As é eee do ms 
ro Y appreciate urgency a 
acts of educational reform. While it 
is admitted that very many grave and urgent 
problems now confront the country, a reform 
of our educational machine is indisputably 
the first tion that should engage the at- 
tention of the new Legisieture. ~ All our 
aa a promises oí . new 2. and, of a 
contented, prosperous, independent citizenry, 
are as so much smoke unless based on a 
broad: rous immediate reform of the 
educational system. Can i$ be possible that 
some of our potential legislators ignore that 
fundamental fact? 
Up to the ‘beginning of 1981 the same 
education system obtained for the whole of 
Treland. It is significant hes. on the assum 
tion of local contro] by the Six Counties, the 
first reform attempted had reference to that 
education system, and the first Bill placed on 
the Statute’ Book was an Education Bill. 
Are we to conclude that what was considered 
inferior for Northern Ireland was deemed 
good enough for the Free’ State? The 
Northern Government recognised the wisdom 
of spending more money on education; the 
Free State has maintained a #egative and un- 
sea trá attitude on the question. . On the 
one d, we are told money is not. avaíl. 
able; on the other, we are assured that the 
Free State is in a better financial position 
than the Six Counties. i 
The absence oí a constructive policy in the 
Free State on the education guestion is most 
apparent in the secondary branch, and the 
evil is further accentuated in the difference of 
treatment meted out to lay secondary teachers 
as between North and South. The Northern 
Government lost comparatively Jittle time in 
giving the secondary teachers the status and 
mane consideration to which they were en- 
titled; th lay secondary teachers of the Free 
| State aref@till clamouring for the removal of 
their grievances. No scandal is more glaring 
when one considers that no section of the 
community has defiied the justice of the claims 
made by the lay. secondary teachers, but the 
latter are still allowed to clamour and nothing 
is done to meet their fair demands. From a 
national point of view the policy which con- 
cedes the fairness and urgency of this one 
factor in educational reform and yet omits to 
translate. theory into practice is both short- 
sighted and foolish.

A Reme?7y. 


A thorough remedy can only be found, 
perhaps, by the adoption of a new method 
of road construction. The surface of our 
future streets will, perhaps, be a sort of 
‘bridge-work, composed of iron topped with 
rubber, and built in sections éasily remor- 
able when repairs are required. Beneath 
this permanent bridge would run the in- 
numerable pipes and wires required by 
our modern civilisation at such a distancs 
below the surface that workmen could get 
at them without interfering with the trafic 
overhead. Ifa big prize were offered for 
the best scheme ‘on some such lines as 
those sketched out above, I believe there 
would be no lack ci capable engineers to 
compete, and between them they probablr 
would find a solution for a problem which 
iat present grows more difficult with every 
succeeding year. . 


More Work. 


Incidentally, such a scheme, which 
would take a long time to carry out in its 
entirety, would provide work for a large 
number of the unemployed, particularir 
those belonging to the iron and kindred 
trades. We all agree in theory with Mr 
Clynes, who has again been expoundinz 
at Cambridge the superiority of work over 
doles. The practical difficulty of apply 
ing the doctrine is, first, to find work of 
a kind suitable for men of different trades, 
and; secondly, to ensure that the men 
who undertaké it shall work as honestly as 
they do for a private employer. The 
Government, possibly, might find the 
work, but could the trade unions ensure 
the fulfilment: of the second condition! 
That is.an essential part of the problem 
to which Mr. Clynes and his colleagues 
might’ usefully apply themselves.

CARLOW AND KILKENNY.

KILKENNY, Monday. 

The general opinion oí politicians oí ex- 
perience here is that without a doubt Presi- 
dent Cosgrave will be elected, and, in sport- 
ing parlance, both Mr, Gorey, one of the 
Farmers’ candidates,.and Mr. Shelly, Repdbli- 
can, will be “ placed.” ales 

A reference to-last year’s election results 
in this constituency ‘is of: interest at present. 
The number of valid votes cast was 31,227. 
There were six candidates for four vacancies, 
and the quota was 6,246. In the first count 
Patrick Gaffney, the official labour candidate, 
who is now going forward as an Independent 
candidate, secured 10,875 votes, ‘and 
headed. the poll. Mr. Gaffney, - although 
elected. as. official. labour’ candidate, 
did not take the oath, and did not sit in the 
Dail, but what effect that may have on his 
present chance is a matter of conjecture. 

Last year President Cosgrave received .7,071 
votes in the first count, and was second in 
the final count. His seat this year, as 
intimated, is considered safe. Mr. Gorey 
received 6,122 votes on the first count last 
year, and was third on the list of elected 
candidates. 

The extension of the franchise this year 
has increased the votes in Kilkenny by over 
10,000—44,645, against. 34,297. Of the total, 
19,255 are women, 216 of whom. are Local 
Government voters only, 865 being the total 
number of Local Government voters only, to 
be subtracted from the 44,645. 

The increased number of votes in Carlow 's 
about 4,000, and the total number of voters 
in the whole constituency is .approximately 
70,000. 

The Cumann na nGaedheal Association has 
arranged as many as seven meetings in one 
evening. Feeling is very mixed in many 
parts of the counties, and this Herculean 
sweep to win votes for the Cumann fa 
nGaedheal candidates is expected to strengthen 
the position of Messrs. John Francis Gib- 
bons and Thomas Bolger, both fgrmers, whose 
friends are hopeful of their return. 

The Farmers’ Party is making a strong can- 
vass, and conducting a vigorous campaign in 
support of Mr. Gorey and Mr. E. J.

MOTOR COACH IN RIVER. 


AMERICAN TOURISTS KILLED.

PARIS, Monday. 

Another terrible motoring accident is re- 
pe here to-night. A motor. coach, be- 
ouging to the Temple Tours, Ltd., 9 Place 
de Ja Madeleine, Paris, and containing 19 
tourists (mostly Americans), while following 
the famous Route des Alpes, fell over a 
steep embankment into the River Var, .1} 
miles from Guillaumes, 40 miles north-west 
of Nice. 

So fax reported, there. are six. dead and 
thirteen gravely injured. . The chauffeur, án 
American, named Mellor, has telegraphed to 
his parents in Paris that he is safe. 

The victims have not yet been identified. 

STEERING GEAR FAILS. 

A telegram from Nice on Monday states :— 
It appears that the steering gear. failed to 
act oa the vehicle was negotiating a sharp 
bend above the river bed. The char-a-banc 
fell from a height of some fifteen feet into 
the ravine. ‘he conductor of the char-a- 
banc, Louis Ballarino, succumbed to his in- 
juries at the Guillaumes Hospital. The 
driver is suffering from serious injuries. 

According to later details, the vehicle was 
carrying twenty-two American tourists, 
About ten o’clock this morning it suddenly 
dushed off the road and fell into the ravine 
through which the Var flows. The heavy 
vehicle bumped and bounded from boulder 
to boulder, until it finally crashed to pieces 
at the bottom. Six persons were:killed and 
fifteen injured, only one occupant. of the 
char-a-bane being unhurt. Ambulance cars 
were sent for from here.

A RICH AGRICULTURAL 


COUNTRY. 


The Times Adelaide ‘Correspondent states 
that Sir Tom Bridge’s recent motoring 
expedition across the Australian Continent 
seems to have been undertaken in a spirit of 
adventure with*admirable results. The cars 
travelled a distance of nearly 1,500 miles be- 
yond the railway.. THe‘ route ‘led along ‘the 
bed‘of the Finke River and through towering 
gorges, a journey which would have been 
impossible in the rainy season.

‘MR. DAVID BARRY’S VIEWS. 


Bag. gpa: ó that concerns the Port “of 
Dublin,” said Mr. David Barry—one of the 
Business candidates for Dublin County, in 
a statement—“ is a matter oí national interest. 

“I have been working for several years 
with the object. of building up the ; and 
making it emg at up-to-date in the matter 
of ing an e vision of adequate 
deep-water bertlhage. 8 nt. £70,000 on 
a new Gredger that was worth every penny of 
the price; and since [ became Chairman of 
the Port and Docks Board we have started 
new berthage to accommodate steamers with a 
draught of 35 feet. 

“We have reclaimed 55 acres of land, and 
schemes are at present under consideration 
for reclaiming 500 acres more. 

“If the reconstruction scheme known as 
the Greater Dublin Movement materialises, I 
am satisfied that the best use of the Custom 
House Docks would be to utilise them as the 
site for the suggested central railway station 
for all railway lines. operating in the capital. 
I am out to make Dublin the chief gateway 
for Ireland, as, owing to its geographical posi- 
tion, it can best serve economically all the 
coupties. 

“To achieve this idea there must be good- 
will on all sides, more especially between em- 
ployer and employé. With common-sense all 
round in a common cause I know no reason 
why a large amount of employment should 
not be found within a very short space of 
time for a large army of men. 

“With the demobilisation of the Army, thou- 
sands will be seeking employment. Instead 
af putting those men on the ‘dole’ it would 
be much ter business for the Government 
to subsidise works of improvement such as 
those I have mentioned. The Government 
would find the Port rd willing to consider 
ita suggestions towards creating works of im- 
portance to find employment. In turn, how- 
ever, the Government would be required to 
assist the Board.”’ 

THE CATTLE TRADE. 

Turning to the cattle trade and the shipment 
questions, Mr. Barry, pointing out that he 
was a large tiller of the soil, said that his 
chief interest lay lin seeing that our cattle 
export trade was hot only maintained, but 
increased. With careful breeding and proper 
supervision from the farm to the English 
market he was satisfied that much more than 
at present could be done to develop the trade. 

“ At the present time,” Mr. hes pro- 
ceeded, “very little care is taken in the 
handling of cattle at the Irish fairs, in en- 
training and. detraini and while being 
driven to the lairs for shipment. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture should organise a system 

-whereby inspectors would be present at fairs 
and railway loading banks, with adequate 

wers to see that cattle are humanely 
bandied. I am in a position to say that 
cattle are very inhumanely treated at all 
these places, with the result that when they 
are shown or killed at the English side the 
carcases are frequently found to be very

Few who. listened to his golden 
notes could picture to themselves the in- 
tensity of the labour, and study, and energy, 
and the time that it required to give mon 
to the great gift which had bestow 
upon him. In German, Italian, French, and 
Irish he had become a master. “In spite of 
his acquaintance with foreign tongues he still 
remained John McCormack, the same as he 
was when he stepped from across the Shannon 
into fame. (Applause.) ; 

He had proved that this was, indeed. a 
Land of Song. When education was inter- 
spersed throughout our towns and villages 
there would come a time—though ‘Mr. 
McCormack’s equal may not soon  appear— 
when there would be a nevival of the t 
bardic and poetic traditions which made Trish 
airs and melodies famous throughout the 
world. 

Mr. McCormack said that although he was 
no stranger to receptions such as 
this, he felt some em agsment when 
whatever little charitable ‘work he had 
done was praised as it was here. It was the 
public who came to hear him who deserved 
the praise, not he, for he might sing “ until 
the cows came home,”’ and his efforts would 
be in vain if the public did not respond to 
the charitable appeal. He was -s y in- 
terested in helping the nuns of be- 
cause their motto was “ Peace,” and as an 
apostle of harmony he thought that it would 
be a good thing to come over to Dublin and 
try to bring some harmony into the existing
